FARMERS OF PRAIRIE 
PROVINCES FAR FROM RUIN 


There has been a great deal of loose 
talk about the ‘hopeless position of the 
western farmers. That it is true of 
many of them is only too apparent. 
But generalizations’ on the strength 
of their cases are: quite misleading 
and need to be corrected. A man who 
is in a peculiarly favorable position to 
do so replied in the last issue of Tor- 
onto Saturday night to a jeremiad to 
which it Wad given space. This is 
Oliver W. MacDonald, an inspector of 
the farm loan board at Regina who 
vas been for thirty years in close 
touch with credit conditions in Sask- 
atchewan. He protested against gross 
misrepresentations that had _ been 
made of the agricultural situation in 
that province, where it is admittedly 
much worse than in the rest of -the 
prairie west. 

To Mr. Macdonald’s opening obser- 
vation especial heed deserves to be 
paid. This is that the picture of 
western farmers as “a regiment of 
soldiers all keeping in line’’ is ~al- 
together false. There are some that 
are well-to-do, some poor and all 
sorts in between. That this is so we 
are all aware but we are too often 
to think that what applies to 
‘one of them applies to all. They 
are divided into five ciasses by Mr. 
MacDonald and it is presumed that 
his figures are based on conditions 
as he has found them in Saskat- 
chewan. 

Twenty-five per cent have their 
lands and chattels clear of debt and 
money in the bank or have made gen- 
eral investments. Thirty-five < per 
cent have no debt except their mort: 
gages, have kept up their interest 
and tax payments and reduced the 
principal amounts. Those in arrears 
of interest but who would be put in 
the second class by a good crop at 
fair prices are estimated+at twenty 
per cent. The. number nequiring ‘aid 
this season but who have a_ chance 
to recoup with the return of normal 
times are put at fifteen and those 
who will need to make some arrange- 
ments for writing off indebtedness 
at ten.

The fut- 
ure can be faced with confidence 
when ‘we have an energetic, hard- 
working, ~experienced people devot- 
ng’ their abilities to make the soil 
more productive and the livestock 
more marketable.” The prairie soil 
is sound security for the payment of 
the debts that have been incurred, 
but it too, the article stresses, is of 
all varieties, “some rich and fat, 
some - hungry “and unproductive, 
mixed all through like stripes on a 
tiger or spots’on a leopard.” 

More regard niust be paid to this 
diversity in. planning for the future. 
The soil surveys: that have been in- 
stituted will help greatly in avoiding 
niistakes that have involved both 
the individual farmers and the pub- 
lic at large in heavy losses. Exper- 
ience has been a hard but far from 
ineffective teacher: in the west and 
the new era of agricultural develop- 
ment that cannot be long delayed 
can hardy fail to see much sounder 
methods followed, the need of which 
has been driven home in_ recent 
months as never before. In the mean- 
while there is no reason for assum- 
ing that our principal industry is 


bankrupt and in showing how little

SILVER VAULT 


One of the greatest treasures of sil- 
ver in the world-lies directly beneath 
a erowded sidewalk just off lower 
Broadway. Since the war New York 
has ranked with London as a. clear- 
ing house for silver bullion, and an 
enormous treasure of the precious 
metal is constantly flowing in and out 
of this treasure house in lower Man- 
hattan. Just below the thousands of 
hurrying feet there lies a treasure of 
millions of ounces of the coveted me- 
taL 


Two great streams of silver con-! 


stantly flow from New York east- 
ward and westward, one via the Suez 
\Canal to India, the other by way of 
Panama to China, the two great  sil- 
ver’ consuming countries. All the 
world draws upon this rich supply. 
The enormous demand for silver 
throughout the United States for use 
in the arts is_ also largely satisfied 
here. No other country can afford 
such a wealth of silverware as the 
United States. 


Despite the wealth of silver hand- 
led in these New York sidewalk 
vaults and the hazard of transport- 
ing it back and forth across lower 
Manhattan, hold-ups are unknown, 
and the loss is negligible. The work 
is very carefully organized. The sil- 
ver in large glistening bars and in- 
gots of various forms is, of course, 
protected by stout steel walls. When 
it is to be shipped, the silver is load- 
ed on electric elevators which carry 
it to the level of the narrow pave- 
ment. It is transported by means of 
armored cars or caged wagons care- 
fully guarded by armed attendants. 
When these cars are backed up to the 
narrow sidewalks, the silver can be 
lifted from the elevators and trans- 
ferred with minimum exposure. 


On reaching the docks the silver is 
transferred under guard to the strong 
room or specie rooms of liners for 
direct transportation to other ports. 
So safe is the transportation that the 
insurance rates from New York to 
India is ‘but fifteen. cents per $100.00. 
In twenty-five years there has not 
been a loss of a single ounce. The 
ingots incidentally weigh some eighty 
pounds each, which would prove a 
serious handicap to any thief who 
tries to get away with them. 

The silver is handled “naked,” that} 
is, without being boxed or enclosed 
in any container. Although the sil- 
ver*is' pure ‘dnd comparatively ” soft, 
the loss from rubbing or scratching 
is very trifling. It- has been found 
that the loss from scratching in ship- 
ment averages but five ounces per 
100,000 ounces. The treasure of silver | 
is so valuable that it is never allowed 
to remain idle for more than a few

Some threshing methods may give 
good results some of the time under

There is no damage in leaving the 
grain mixed with the straw in the 
sacks for a few days, so long.as the 
sacks are safely piled in a dry, cool 
place. See Article No. 4. When the 
day is dry, warm to cool, and breezy 
select a clean, open spot, and it is best 
to put a covering down for safety, 
bring out the wastubs and dish pans, 
put not too many sacks at one time, 
because at this time of the year the 
weather may change at a moment’s 
notice. Open a sack and fill a tub 
about half full of the mixture. Stir-it 
up with your hands and shake the tub 
in a whirling, jerky, rotating motion. 
The kernels will soon gravitate ta the 
bottom and the lighter straw and 
threshed heads will come to the top. 
Skim this off with your hands. Re- 
peat this motion a couple of times. 
Do not’ be afraid of losing a few ker- 
nels or perhaps some of the partial- 
ly threshed heads which contain usu- 
ally small or undesirable grain.

It is advisable to get the threshing | 


and first wind separation of the com- 
plete bulk sample over within as close 
to one time as possible, so the sample 
may he systematically processed as 
one unit, through the steps which are 
followed and brought to a climax in 
the finished show sample. 

Reducing, shrinkage, 
conditioning of the prize seed sample 
will be dealt with in the next article.

The rural district of Mont- 
gomery will then have paid in loan 
and interest the sum of $18,533.28 and 
M. D. Bigstone $18,899.96. In the 
meantime natural increase” of popu- 
lation: should necessitate annexes to

debtedness. Your,own taxes in the 
meantime become delinquent and 
your property sold for taxes or you 
may be able to donate a hospital. In 
either ‘case ask yourself: Are the 
1930 taxes paid? What will I sell to 
meet the 1981 taxes?

Dear Sir: 

As a regular reader. of your valu- 
able paper, I have been following 
with interest the various letters 
which have appeared in your columns 
on the hospital question. 

It appears to me, however, that a 
great deal of space has been used in 
arguing the non-essentials of the 
case: such as whether Mayor Howatt 
was responsible for the visit of the 
inspector which resulted in the con- 
demnation of the present hospital 
building or whether he arrived in the 
ordinary course of his duties. Nor 
are we much concerned in the ques- 
tion of whether, if a fire occurred, it 
would spread readily to other build- 
ings, etc., as the important point is 
what chance’ the patients would have 
to escape in the event of such a dis- 
aster. From a personal examination 
of the building I am convinced that 
the decision to close it as a hospital 
was the only possible one. Being en- 
tirely of wooden construction inside, 
it is obviously impossible to make it 
fireproof by any other method than 
the complete removal of the wood 
and replacement with fireproof ma- 
terial, which of course, would cost 
more than a new building. Let every 
ratepayer go and examine the build- 
ing for himself, and he will realize 
the absurdity of the argument that it 
could be made fireproof by any reas- 
onable expenditure. 


But the point with which we as 
ratepayers are most concerned, is 
that the building has been condenin- 
ed, and we have to decide whether we 
will assist in the building of a new 
modern hospital to which we could 
send menibers of our families with 
confidence and at reasonable cost, or 
whether Wetaskiwin shall have no 
hospital. This, in my judgment, 
would be a calamity to the whole 
district. It would mean that all our 
sick and injured would have to, be 
sent to Edmonton hospitals. It 
would mean that urgent cases, par- 
ticularly from the country, might ter- 
minate fatally before a hospital could , 
be reached. It would mean, besides ! 
the high rates, extra expense for | 
trips to Edmonton on the part of 
those who had relatives in hospital 
and, while this may not mean any- 
thing to the wealthy, it certaimy 
means a lot to the average. rate- 
payer. 

The scheme which has been pro- 
posed. offers an casy and workable 
wey of getting a modern and well 
equipped hospital (properly located, 
which the present could never be) at 
a reasonable cost to the districts con: 
cerned. It should not he forgotten : 
that we are at present paying heavily 
for the care, of our sick and will have} 
to continue doing so in either hospital | 
even if this scheme were rejected. | 


But you 


Once the building is paid for, hospit- 
alization will cost less than at present 
as a proper building can be operated 
far more efficiently and economical- 
ly. Taking everything into consid- 
eration, it will be: 3eper to build 
our own. hospital thantto send our 
patients to Edmonton, and it will be 
far more satisfactory to all of us. 

Now, turning for a‘moment-to the 
other side; what do the opponents of 
the scheme propose to do to meet the 
situation caused by the well-deserved 
condemnation of the present hospital. 
Judging by Mr. ‘Root’s letters, no al- 
ternative has been advanced. Argu- 
ment that the present building could 
be made satisfactory (which is ab- 
surd) and the imputation of bad faith 
and foul motives to everyone con- 
nected with the hospital scheme, 
seems to be his only stock-in-trade. 
It appears therefore, that the oppon- 
ents of progress either have no real 
arguments to advance.or they do not 
care to place them before the public. 
And yet, when a man of Mr. Root’s 
standing takes such a strong stand on 
a public question, it seems to me that 
he should be ready to give reasons 
for the faith (or lack of it) which is 
his. Unkind people might think that 
his reasoning is governed by the fact 
that he owns five or six sections of 
land on which he would have to pay 
hospital tax. 


In conclusion, let me say that in 
my opinion there are some _ things 
which are more valuable than the dol- 
lars which Mr. Root appears to prize 
so highy. One of these is proper hos- 
pitalization for our sick and injured. 
We never know when those near and 
dear to us will need it. The pres- 
ent scheme will provide proper care 
at a moderate rate of $2.00 per day, 
and the balance required will be col- 
lected from the ratepayers as a 
whole. This is probably the feature 
to which our large landlord is oppos- 
ed, though he is too shy: to tell the 
public about it. 

Let us, however, pay no attention 
to those who are “land poor,” put let 
us do what is best for the great maj- 
ority, and in the near future we will 
have in Wetaskiwin a hospite] which 
will be worthy of one of the best dis- 
tricts in Alberta. 

“Before anyone votes against the 
scheme, let him ask himself ‘What.

ELEVENTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Alberta, Sept: 
19th, 1981). 

Cutting of all grains is completed 
in that part of the Province lying 
south and south-east of Calgary.’ 75% 
of ‘the’ threshing: hag been done in thig 
area, “but. ‘progress has’ been delayed 
during | the ‘past ten days ‘by ‘rain 
which at some points amounts ‘to two 
inches of precipitation. All cutting is 
done in the Peace River district, but 
threshing has been delayed by show- 
ery weather. In the central and 
northern’ area about 75% of the crop 
is cut, but very little threshing done. 
Harvesti and threshing operations 
are sor Busty delayed by continued 
rains and a period of dry weather is 
needed to complete the handling of 
all crops. ‘ 

A large part of the wheat in the 
south grades No. 1 Northern. In the 
Peace River district shrunken kernels 
tend to lower the grade of wheat, 
which in other respects is of excellent 
quality. In central and north-central 
Alberta excessive moisture is causing 
a considerable part of the wheat to 
grade tough. Yields may be said to 
be quite satisfactory in all parts of 
the province with the exception of 
the south-eastern area. 

Pastures, fodder and root crops out- 
side of the drought area are in excel- 
lent condition, Recent rains in the 
south have been particularly bene- 
‘Alfalfa has made unusually 
heavy growth and in some instances a 
third crop has been cut on irrigated 
lands. Sugar beets give indications of 
an average yield. The first severe 
frost occurred in central and northern 
Alberta’ on the night of September 
16. Some damage was done to stand- 
ing crops and vegetables but owing 
to the late date this will not be 
serious.
